The gifts of 
ijonorance, lying, in'pudence, informivg, cozening, and hyp o* 
crifie belong unto ſuch-as ſeek preferment , whether Civilor 
Military ; Fut all of them together are requited to make n 
a Miniſter of the word. I ſhall not here ftand co tell you in 
particular ho w every Own of theſe callipgs ought accc.rd ng 
to their ſeveral gifts romake uſe of their time; buc'in gene= 
ral, asa Foot- boy skippeth over kennels, skip oyer thoie in- 
ſiru&iops which concern the Profefiors that are of 'my own 
Livery. Firſt therefore, that a Preaching proteſlor may make 
uſe of his time ; ic is required that he ſhould be Rtored with 
 Tmpudence , even as x Woodmongets Wharf is flored with 
Fageots and Sea-coal. The uſeg of itare theſe two, fitlt, to 
encourage you to the moſt deſperate entefprites; and ſecond- 
ly;to make you ſcorn the reproaches of thoſe that reprove ye: 
As for example my beloved, It you ſee one of your enemies 
ſeated in a warm living » and that your heart pant and thitit 
after the ſame » you ought then to put on your night-cap of

The next Vercue, we are to make uſe 07 is the gift of No#-
